telephone CARBOHTTKCT the identity of any person entering the building 
after working hour#. CARBOHTDWOT was to inform CJ3 immediately of 
any such calls* GARBO was not to inform LADS1L or any other staffers of 
this procedure* hseever* CARBO would. stay In his apartment during all non- 
working hours* except when waking special mmmmma. unannounced checks of 
the building* es noted below* He would receive increased gasoline allowance 
for any trips required* * 

b* CARBO will check the building between 1700 and 0100 without prior 
notice* and will Inform Cl ~1 soonest of any suspicious indications found* 
e* CARBO will look into the possibilities of using some variation 
of the old hotel trick on the door leading to room # Hi where the true nans 
files are kept to Indicate whether the door has been opened during the night*

U* Discussed tbs Spaetdienst arrangmenta again (the person having Speetdienst 
would have an opportunity to try to gst into sensitive information). The persons 
living duly fro* 1700-1930 (chiefly to cover the telephone or receive any 
stray visitors) afex Oblsen, Peach, Itayh—, Solff, and Schadow. The latter 
has it every other day* Be volunteered for the duty in order to get the Increased 
emolument which goes with it, apparently. 

5* GARBO noted that one of the visitors whose naass appeared upon tbs SfS 
list had reported being recruited under duress by the SfS in July 55 • Daring the 
recruitment the SfS officer had not blankly chargad that the visitor had visited 
CADROIf on such and such a data, etc., but had Mrtmix hinted and questioned a 
number of times In a polite, wheedling manner whether or not the visitor had 
not vidted CA DROIT at some time* 

6. Discussed whan Karl Schulz had replaced the sick Schadow and hd thereby 
gained access th Besuchersettel. C stated Schadow had been ihrtvsrr replaced fay 
Schulz from July 195k to the middle of August, from 6 Dee 1955 to the middle of 
February, for two weeks in April* fltb few or no exceptions, Schulz was hot in tbs
